FIE Academy had its 
origin in the desire of 
M R. Stephen G. 
Wkm WORTH to erect 
a monument to the 
memory of his de- 
ceased son, WiLUAM 
VVrntworth. In the 
year 1880 a stiital)Itf 
building for a day 
school was purchased, 
and in Sepleniber of 
the same year the doors were ojM:ncil for students. Dr. B. L. Hobson, now of 
the McCormick Theolopcal Seminary, wa« chosen as Principal, and CoL Sandford 
S<-llt'r>; \v:i- t'lfcfnl a- liis asMH'iatc. In April, ISXl, a charter was scnired, and 
the school was authorized to confer sucli degrees and marks of dii<tii)cliun as are 
mciallsr granted by literary institutions. A board of seven tni.<itces was appointed, 
consisting^ of members fif the difTcrpnt Pmteslant clitirclics of Lexiiiptnn .\t the 
cud of the tirst year Dr. Hobson retired to enter tbt ministry, and Col. Sellers was 
-left in cliafjgftt. Bnring^ the second year the nnln.irv n iture was added, making this 
the fioOHX of militate schools in the Middle \\ esl it w.t; <ir»->n deemed ;i.!visab!e 
to ofake the school a boardmi^ school ; and ilic liberality of tJic founder at once 
provided a suitable building. This building soon proved inadeqtlate for the in- 
creasin(^ l^atrnnage, and Mr. Wentwortfa donated tbt present gromdi md. i)n^ 
ings then standing. 

Through the fostering care of the founder and the liberality of the citizens

For twenty-six years 
we have liail iliis feature in the scliool, and from it we have derived nio>it gratify- 
ing results. We have incorporated it, not for the ptu^sc of training our pupils 
for mililnry lifi-, Imt on nrrount of the many advrmlriiros cUrivcd frf>ni il in school 
govcrmncni, und an account of the many benefits \viiicl\ our students obtain from 
the system. It constnnes no time that would otherwise be devoted to study, as 
the hours used for it would, in other schools^ be i:\\ cn in recreation.

It cultivates the habit of immediate, implicit, and unquestioning obed- 
iencc to rightfully conatiti^fiKl jjttttiqri^; alaq habite of ordcr» neatnea^ patKiauSr 
ily, and self-reliance. 

4th. The drill is excellent physical exercise, especially for boys who are m 
a plastic state. Bent forms are straighicMK.I, hoUir:,.' dirst.s are <U-vclapcd,«ii.!et'e5t 
carriage and a manly address are acquired, and health is promoted. 

Sfh; The principle of self-government is dioroughly brought out. Officers 
are sdected from among the oldest, the most studious, and the most trustworthy of 
the cadets, and these arc of tmicli service to the teacher-, in the manaccnijKtt of 
the school, and in controlling ilic public sentiment of the students. 

'Vi?!^ the military feature was mtroduced primarily for the advantage jtia( 
mentioned, every effort is made, consistent with other duties, to bring it to the 
l^g^itest degree of perfection as reg;irds proficiency in all the detaiU of the sys;!;

GUARD DUTY AND CONTROL OK CADETS IN BARRACKS. 

Each instructor is in charge of the division of barracks in ivliich he lives. 
Generally speaking, he is responsible for the conduct of tlie cadets in his dtviston.

In general, one day in two 
weel^s is reriiiired of the Officer of the r>ny nini Sprt^^oarU of the Giinnl Tlircc 
hours per week of Out Corporal of the Guard, and one hoiu: per week of tiie pri- 
vates of the guard. They axe all relieved from du^, and are In hed, with lights out

This gives a great variety and prevents cadets qroAving tired of their work. 

PRACTICE MARCHES. 

Many practice marches have been taken during the year, ranging in length 
from one ndle to eighty miles. These mardies embrace every kind of march that 
Calls to the lot of soldiers, forced marches to cover the greatest distance in the 
ktst time, ordinary marches involved in the rhanj^c of .stations, in all kinds of 
weather, and over all kinds of roads, illustrating ilic action of dust, mud, frozen 
roads and snow on rate of march. Marclies of concentratkm, showing how dif- 
ficult it is for officers and men to receive orders to in.arch to a|l SpfioiQted ^tM3B 
in a given time. Night lu-in-lie^, marches iiitu acii'iii, etc. 

ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT. 

I feel sure that no school in the U. S. can boast of so thorough a course in 
Ime as Wentworth has enjoyed during the past four years. 
Starting with the ordinary camp in the hills on Sni River, soutli of Well- 
ington, in Lafayette Cbtmty, Missouri, in ordinary- wall tents, in 1905, followed 
in 1906 hy the visit of the corps of cadets to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, where 
they v.r-ri- quartered for one week in one of tlie finest barrack l)uildinj.rs the Gov- 
ernment ever builu This in turn followed l)y the shelter tent camps iiuidc en- 
ronte to Warrensborg last fall, to he edipsed by all prevbus camping trips when 
the corps of cadets moved. ^T:lv 2.^, l'V)7. 1.600 miles by mil nnd wntcr to the 
Jamestown Fjtposition, Norfolk, Va., and remained there for a period of one week

military organizations. In this movement to the Fxpn-itinn nt Jamestown, carlcts 
traveled by rail in special cars, ferry, steanilwats, electric line, and automobiles 
and lived on the travel rations of the amiy. as soldiers do. While on the grounds, 
cadets were subsiste<I by one of the catcriiif^r conipatiics. \^■hilc in \\ asliinffton,. 
they made llie lllibcti House, Army .in.I Nuvv I Icadquarler*. Ibeir lica(h|uar- 
ters. Ever)' «j[iij<»rlujiity was given ca<lets to visit tjbjects of interest on this tri|i. 

This year Fertile Springs, near Warrcnsburg, was selected as the place for 
our spring encampment It afiforded an excellent opjwrt unity f ir the cadets to get 
an actual taste of military life, as the entire corps, with the exception of those 
men excused by the surgeon, marched the entire distance to the Springs, 40 niiles, 
each man carrying his rifle and bed roll. The actnal marching time was two days, 
bnf ir WH'; so rlistribiited as to jinxhicc the loa'^t |n>';';n)le fatigue. Tt was not 
deemed wise to march ail of tlie corps Iiack, and an opportunity was given those 
who wanted to break the school record for marching, and fifty responded to the 
call The others were returned to Lexington by rail. In behalf of the fift\ who 
marched back, I wish to say that I have never seen re^rnln'' soldiers display bet- 
ter Spirit or courage On the march than these cadets dis|)l;iyed. \Vc were caught 
in h^vy rains ten miles out of Warrensburg, and as a consequence had to make 
the last tln'rty miles through mud ankle fleep. T recommend that a picture of the 
company that marched both ways be framed and placed in the mess hall as an 
example to future cadets of what some of tiietr predecessors have done fn the way 
of enduring military hardships. On this march and while in camp the corps w.is 
subsisted on llu- fiolii ration as prescribed for flic army. Tn this coimection, T wish 
to call attention to the excellent facilities afforded at Fertile Springs for just such 
an outing. The march over and living in the field give fine opportunity for im- 
parting military knowledge and tcaefiin^^^ <tic1i individual bn^v to take care of 
him.sclf, often under trying circmnstanccs. The Springs management left no stone 
unturned to make our stay there delightful. Cadets were allowed to enjoy at a 
minimum cost all the swimming, fishing, and boating privileges of ^ place, 
and it is only necessary to examine some of the pictures t.akcn dtirintr our stav 
there to tell of the joy that was brought to tlie hearts of our energetic and hu.stling 
(iadets by the pleasures of this now famous resort. 

AVTiite there, mntests betwe<cn the companies were held in sinjqfles and dou- 
bles in boat racing, swimming, long distance diving, high diving, etc., in all of 
which prixes were given. Many of the cadets caught fine strings of fish and frogs. 
Tbc l>a«c hall team played the State Normal team during the week. Tlic military 
work con*isle<l of Ijand concerts, taking^ care of troops in the field, co«Ain|T Gnv- 
cmnicnt rations, Butt's Manual, escort of the color, and 1>attalion parade on the 
Normal campus.

Under this head I wish to emphasize and hring attention to the great gfood

The military work, consisting of all lomis 
of athletic contests, water sports, classified gymnastics, and drills that will bring 
out and strengthen tJie weak points of the weak and make the strong, stronger. 
This work not only fearhcs a yoiintr '"''-n li'»w to command and be commanded, hut 
develops liim physically to u hi};;li standard of perfection^ A yotmg man who can^ 
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not iiud suuiethiug iu all of our work to interest, .unuse and improve hint is not 
worth retahiing in any sdiool. There has been, m the past three years, great 
improvement in the set up (the niilitnry carnage) of the cadets in this institu- 
tion. They now lake great pride in all of ilieir military work, and at the end uf 
each year, attain a very high standard in that work. In case of a war, where 
vohn^eer troop$ are needed* I woold want no better luck to befall me than to have 
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I am a gpreat believer in target practice for the citizen soldiers of this country, 
for it is upon them we must depend in time of war. To this end T have dcvotod 
much lime in instruction along this Une. While at Ft. Leavenworth, in 1906, the 
vorps of cadets engaged in target practice widi the regular troops on die Govicra- 
ment range commencing at 200 yards firini^^ hack to :ind including <^)0 y^n^ TStgifgit, 
This has never been enjoyed by any other military school in the U. S. 

On account of the Jamestown trip in 1907, long range practice could not be 
ted bttt the cadets in the battalion received careful inslrnction <iurinp the winter 
tnottths ill petition and ainiinij drill, firint; 20 shots each at Gallery practice. This, 
ill my estimation, next to physical development of the men, is tlic most important 
part of the military training in dvil institutions. 

This year Gallery practice was held wi.li the new Springfield rifle with which 
the army is equipped, and every man in tiie Corps fired ten rounds at 200, 300 and 
500 yards on our own range near the Missouri river whidi is one of the best rangea 
I have ever seen.

^tM and other modem conveniences. 

The new buildinjEi^s, reference to which was made on another page of this cata- 
lofifue, furnish not only increased capacity for cattets, btit also add largely to the 
general cfficicncv of the school, a? they contnin <;everal rooms designed for general 
use, that contribute to the conifurt and convenience of the cadet corps. These 
buildhijgs are heated by the most approved b0S^- ^ heathq? and ane prpviidied 
^indl sanitary phinihinq- an<l scweras^'e. 

The grounds — embracing about fifteen acres — are elevated, well drained said 
covered with a rich growth of bluegrass, and are adorned with shade trees. 

The facilities for developinj^ the various form;? of aililotics carried on in the 
school arc excellent, the pr""nds being amrilc and well suited to practice of fofXtr 
ball, base-ball, track and tennis work, as v\cU as the military drills.
